Whatever progress has been made in this 
world to adjust relationships to a better stand- 
lard a healthy desire to know and compile the 
facts of situations Is not one of the least im- 
portant. In the general view, there are only 
two kinds of information. ‘There Is the de- 
tailed, "authentle and secret information in 
possession of interested parties like govern- 
ments or big organizations—the “inside dope” 
50 to speak. There is also the other information 
[published in reference books and of general 
distribution which is considered of lesser im 
portance, But is it? Collection and dissemina- 
tion of accurate information have made such 
strides in recent years that official archives are 
Ino longer the sole repositories of reliable in- 
formation quotable with authority. During the 
Great War, Lloyd's Register of Shipping obtain- 
fable on payment by anybody interested, with 
its. detailed, up-to-the-minute information. of 
‘the world's ‘commercial fleets and much wider 
in scope than any government dossier, was 
deemed so valuable that extraordinary efforts 
‘wore made by the British Government to pre- 
[vent it falling into the hands of Germany, who 
used it so effectively in’ checking the results 
lof their war on allied shipping. The same ap- 
plied to “Jane's Fighting Ships.” the standard 
Feference book an the world’s warships 
which year after year obtains and pub- 
lishes an astonishing amount of accurate 
Information on the most guarded secrets 
‘of naval construction. “Jane's” has now 
been quoted by the Spanish Government as 
the factual bosis of a note presented to the 
[Non-Intervention Committee accusing aly of 
contravening the Non‘intervention Agreement 
by selling warships to the Spanish Nationalists. 
The note states that four destroyers and two 
[submarines were purchased from Italy in 1997, 
‘and the lynx-eyed “Jane's,” which follows every 
aval movement, produced this information 
which the Spanish Government apparently was 
junable to produce independently. The ideal 
Jof state relationships is when the spotlight of 
publicity Is focussed on dealings and the mask 
is torn from secret diplomacy giving place to 
“open covenants openly arrived at.” There 
are some objections to" this in the initial or 
lexploratory stage but encouraging progress has 
been made.

CHUNGKING STATEMENT 
= Jan 18 


Briefly summed up the effect of the recent 
statement issued in Chungking on the sub- 
ject of the servicing of obligations secured 
‘on the Customs revenue means that the 
Chinese Government is refusing to assume 
responsibility of service on revenue collected 
in Japanese-controlled areas. It will only 
‘carry on by providing that proportion of the 
whole represented by the ratio between what 
is collected in areas still under Chinese 
control, and the whole total Customs revenue 
of the country. Though it has to be ad- 
mitted that the Anglo-Japanese Agreement 
‘on the subject reached in May of last year 
met with a very mixed reception, there can- 
not be the slightest doubt that it was 
designed to preserve the integrity of the 
service as a whole, and to maintain China's 
credit at a time when its maintenance was 
‘of prime necessity. Refusal on the part of 
the Chinese Government to recognize the 
validity of the agreement, to which it must 
be admitted it was not a party, has resulted 
in the breaking down of an’ arrangement 
which was of the utmost importance to in- 
vestors in China's foreign loans, and the 
consequent paralyzation of the Chinese bond 
market abfoad. ‘Taking an attitude of op- 
position from the very first, and in fact 
Fepudiating the agreement, ‘China sought 
during the past year to maintain service on 
the foreign loans and the Boxer Indemnity 
‘out of its own resources, and, judging from 
the statement issued in Chungking, made up 
the amount which should have come from 
the Japanese controlled areas, thereby 
postponing a situation which would have 
arisen had the Chinese adopted in May last 
the attitude which they have now taken up. 
‘As was pointed out yesterday the agree 
ment provided for the making of those pro- 
visions which the Chinese Government de- 
clares itself no longer willing to make, 





‘while the Japanese stand firm on their con- 
tention that the Agreement not having been 
implemented, they are not bound to fulfl 
their part of the bargain. Failure to im- 
plement arises out of the fact that at the 
fime the agreement was signed there were 
two balances tying in the Hongkong & 
‘Shanghai Banking Corporation to which the 
Japanese laid claim. 


‘Onc amounted to £400,000 on account of 
the Boxer Indemnity, being arrears on the 
Japanese portion, and $25,000,000 being 
Shanghai Customs Revenue which had ac- 
cumulated during the period January-May, 
1938, and had not been remitted to the In- 
spector-General of Customs. To the first the 
Japanese had an out-and-out claim, while to 
the second the recognition of Japanese control 


‘Jover the area in which Shanghai is situated 


brought it within the terms of the agreement, 
whereby local collections would have to be de- 
posited in the Yokohama Specie Bank. itisun- 
officially stated that in the custody of the 
‘Yokchama Specie Bank, asa result of Customs 
collections in the Japanesc-controlled. areas, 
there is a very large sum accumulated which 
would become available if the agreement of 
last year were carried into full effect by the! 
handing over of the sums above referred to. In 
‘view of that fact it is clearly in China's in- 
terests that the agreement should be imple- 
mented and that this money should be made! 
available for the servicing of China's foreign 
‘obligations, From every point of view it is 
‘good business that this should be done. To 
commence with, it would be a profitable 
transaction from the point of view of China’s 
ability to continue fully honouring her foreign 
obligations, which it is quite clear China has 
‘up to the present done her utmost to do, while 
it wauld also obviate the unfortunate effect 
‘upon the country’s credit which this new 
development amounting to a partial default 
‘must inevitably have. Even if it be admitted, 
as it must be, that China was no party to the 
‘agreement, it must be pointed out that in view 
of the political condition prevailing at. the 
‘ime the agreement was reached, and which 
prevails now, it was impossible fer China and 
Japan to have negotiated dircet. Foreign in- 
‘erests inthe Chinese Customs being’ what 
they are it was the most convenient form of| 
procedure for Britain and Japan, with the 
knowledge of other Powers concerned, 0 ar- 
rive at some method whereby the interests 
of all parties were protected. ‘That would be 
completely effected by implementing this 
agreement, as it was originally hoped ‘would 
‘occur. 

The contention that to assent to any such 
arrangement would infringe pon the sover~ 
eign dignity of China has not much merit 
‘about it. Nor is there much in the suggestion 
that the agreement discriminates. between 
China's foreign and domestic loans secured 
‘upon the Customs revenuo, for in this. con~ 
nection it must be apparent that any attempt 
to reach an arrangement providing for the’ 
service of the latter from funds collected in 
Japanese-controlled areas would be doomed to| 
failure from the very outset. With regard to 
the first contention it should be emphasized 
that dignity would acerue to the Chinese Gov- 
ernment by the honouring of its obligations 
find the greater the difieulties under which 
this is done the greater the dignity. Reduced 
{o the plainest terms, in view of the im= 
Portanee of China ‘doing everything to 
maintain its credit abroad, the resort to what 
in the light of all the facts is nothing but a 
Yory minor quibble consorts neither with the 
dignity nor the honpur of the Chinese Gov= 
ernment, while good business demands that 
large balances which are at. present lying in 
Japanese hands should, under the terms of 
the agreement, be liberated for the purpose 
to which they are to be devoted. ‘The effect 
of this decision abroad, if itis adhered to, will 
undoubtedly prove unfortunate. Where 
means has been provided whereby China ean 
‘meet its foreign obligations, and the Govern- 
ment at Chungking fails to avail itself of it, 
the impression must naturally be created that 
it fs not doing everything that it should to 
maintain its credit. If it fails in this respect, 
hhow can it hope to obtain those further credits 
which it apparently expects? A blow such as 
{his to China's financial standing, especially 
Jn view of the fact that it is so unnecessary, 
‘cannot fail to alienate sympathy, which even 
though it is belated, is being given practical 
expression both by’ Great Britain and the 
United States. From that point of view it is 
to be hoped that the Chinese Government will 
change its decision, for as it stands it ix poor: 
polities, and worse’ business. 

















SABOTAGE WAR 
Jan. 19, 


With nine explosions in England and Ire= 
land killing one person and injuring three, 
it is feared that a campaign of terrorism is 
being put under way for the purpose of 
bringing about the forcible union of Northern 
Ireland with the South, It was at first 
thought that these explosions might have 
been accidental, but the discovery of an 
unexploded bomb in Birmingham, where 
there had also been an explosion indicates 
the weapon which is being used, and serves 
to discount the earlier theory. If what the 
‘authorities fear turns out to be correct then 
England is likely to see something in the 








nature of the Fenian outrages repeated. The 





ish Republican Army” is the direet 
descendant of the Fenian Society and was 
responsible for two attempts in 1866 and 
1870 to invade Canada from the United 
Slates. In the first-mentioned year there 
was a plot afoot in England to seize the 
arms in Chester castle, cut the telegraph 
wires, seize the railway rolling stock for 
transport to Holyhead, and there take ship- 
ping for a quick descent upon Dublin before 
the authorities could acl. On September 
11, 1867, Col. Thomas J. Kelly, one of the 
most dangerous Fenian conspirators, was ar- 
rested in Manchester together with a com- 
panion, Capt. Deasy. On the 18th, while 
they were being transferred from the court- 
house to prison, an attack was made upon 
the van carrying then, in the course of 
which a police constable sitting inside was 
shot and killed, Five arrests were made 
and all accused ‘sentenced to death. One, an 
American citizen, was reprieved at the re- 
‘quest of the United States Government, and 
another received a pardon, while the other 
three were duly hanged,’ and have since 
been known amongst the Irish extremists. as 
the Manchester martyrs. In November of 
the same year Richard Burke, employed by 
the Fenians to purchase arms in Birmingham 
was arrested and lodged in Clerkenwell jail. 
While he was awaiting trial an attempt was 
made to rescue him. “A wall of the prison 
was blown down with gunpowder, the ex- 
plosion causing the deaths of twelve people 
and injuries to some 120 others. For this 
‘one Michael Brett suffered the death penalty. 


‘These incidents are recalled for the pur- 
pose of showing that the use of explosives 
in England for political purposes by the 
‘ish Republican Army” which has ap- 
parently embarked upon a campaign of ter~ 
rorization for the purpose of sccuring the 
withdrawal of British troops from northern 
Ireland, and which claims to have an exten- 
‘sive terrorist organization in British terri- 
tory, is not without precedent, und it is 
quite possible that in the near future further 
such incidents as those which have already 
‘occurred will be reported. ‘The significant 
fact is that this sabotage has, up to the 
present, been directed against ‘electrical un- 
dertakings. The reason for this is clear. 
With the grid-system in operation, the des- 
truction of, or damage to vital spots will 
have the effect of plunging large areas into 
darkness and depriving them of the neces- 
sary power, The electricity services being 
vitat to the welfare of the country, the grid 
system, with its undoubted benefils, is a 
most vulnerable spot, and it scems inevit~ 
‘able that these terrorists should sclect it as 
the first object of attack. It is possible to 
do most serious damage by such sabotage, 
‘and the fact that it has already created 
much indignation, and stirred the authori- 
ties to strenuous efforts is clear proof of the 
importance which is being attached to this 
new development. ‘The movement can be 
thwarted only by complete and unceasing 
vigilance on the one hand, and the rounding 
‘up of suspects on the other, and it is gratify= 
ing to note that steps in both directions are 
being taken. Organized terrorism such as 
this is not easy to cope with, and the growth 
of big cities with their important public 
utilities, offers an excellent chance for the 
criminals to get in some very effective 
‘work, communal vulnerability being largely 
increased by modern developments. The 
xrecautions which have been taken in Down- 
ing Street indicate that the police have not 
ignored the possibility of attempts to as- 
sassinate Jeading British figures, and, if this 
eventually is the case, it will merely prove 
that the “Irish Republican Army” is running 
true to form, 


IK has been shown in the past that 
ganizations such as this will not hesitate to 
‘murder the innocent, if they believe that in 
the long run they can bend governments to 
their will. Fortunately history also shows 
that such’ schemes have about them little 
‘chance of success, and though England may 
bbe in for an uncomfortable time for a while, 
there is every confidence that these people 
will be made to pay for their crimes, Whe- 
ther he is animated by political motives: or 
ot, no one is more despicable than the 
‘assassin, and it is fortunate that the soften- 
ing of the attitude of so many people to- 
‘wards the adequate punishment 
criminal has not yet led to the abolition of 
the death sentence. It-is naturally to be 
hoped that no more will be killed than the 
unfortunate man who met his death at Mi 
chester, but it is desirable that the offenders. 
when they are caught shall be dealt with 
the utmost rigour of the law. That such 9 
campaign will not prevail’ upon Great 
Britain to change its loyally to Northern 
Ireland moy be taken for granted. Britain 
is so definitely pledged to the people of 
that part of Ireland, that it is unthinkable 
that it should ever withdraw that protection 
to whieh the “Irish Republican Army” 
objects. If it should become necessary 10 
pass emergency legislation to deal with this 
new evil, it is unlikely that Parliament will 
‘offer any serious opposition, for these ex- 
plosions, which bear all the evidence of 
concerted action suggest that the stern- 
est measures, deterrent as well as pre- 
‘cautionary may eventually become neces- 
sary. This is certainly no time when Great 
Britain should be embarrassed by a cam- 
paign of sabotage such as seems to be in- 









































dicated, and the firmer the Government 
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of the | 


deals with the matter, the better will the 
‘penple in general be pleased. And it is cer 
tainly no time for such traitorous conduct. 
If it is necessary to go the length of 
temporarily suspending constitutional safe- 
guards, this conduct which amounts to a 
form of subterranean warfare must never 
theless be stamped out, ‘The safely of the 
Empire itself demands it. 











TO THE BITTER END 
Jan. 20. 


‘The twenty-five day onslaught by General 
Franco on Catalonia with the capture of 
Bareclona has undoubtedly brought big re 
sults to his forces, which have reached the 
‘sea and are within a short distance of their 
final objective. ‘The Republican troops have 
fought a determined rearguard action, but 
it is apparent that the superiority of General 
Franco's armies in material, and trained 
fighting men, give them what is almost an 
overwhelming advantage, and the fact that 
the Republican troops have been able to 
sland up so well against the advance gives 
rise to much speculation as to what would 
have been the result of all this fighting it 
the policy of non-intervention had been as 
faithfully observed by those who sympathize 
‘with Republican Spain, as it has by the'very 
earnest and active foreign supporters of the 
rebel leader. ‘The Government troops re- 
treating on Barcelona will it is reported 
eventually occupy a strongly fortified line 
within which it is hoped to offer as stubborn 
a defence of the city as has been the case 
with Madrid. In the meantime they have 
commenced offensives in Estremadura, Anda- 
Jusia and the centre front, not only with the 
purpose of still further freeing Madrid, but, 
apparently also in the hope that success in 
those localities would have the effect of 
obliging General Franco to remove some of 
his troops from the Catalonian offensive for 
the purpose of reinforcement on the other 
fronts. Republican claims to have made 
some progress and to have actually got to 
within a short distance of Cordova are not 
admitted by the rebels, though that denial 
‘need not necessarily mean that the Govern- 
ment forees have made no progress what- 
ever. Indeed with the insurgents’ concen= 
trition of all their efforts upon the 
Catalonian campaign it is by no means un- 
Jikely that the Government troops may have 
achieved some success, though there is no- 
thing fo indicate that 'the counter-measures 
have up to the present obliged General 
Franco to modify his original idea of pur- 
suing the onslaught on Barcelona to the 
bitter end. 

In reality both sides are racing against 
time. ‘The Government command hopes to 
Secure such striking successes that General 
Franco will be obliged to weaken his forces 
in Catalonia before he captures Barcelona, 
thereby relieving the present immense pres- 
sure, while General Franco is forcing the 
Pace in the hope that a quick success will 
enable him to pay attention to the other 
fronts. In Bareelona the Government is 
making the last desperate efforts to ward 
off defeat. The whole population has been 
mobilized, and only the very young, or very 
old are free from the obligation of render= 
ing assistance to the Government in one way 














or another, ‘There is more than one reason, 
for the desperation of the Catalans, Like 
the Basques they have consistently tala 


claim to, and have secured a certain degree 
of independence. It is true that the 
separatist tendencies have more recently 
been merged in the struggle of the social 
lasses in Spain. Both the Catalans and 
the Basques threw in their Jot with the Re= 
publican Government in its fight with 
General Franco and his Fascist allies. ‘Tho 
Basques were defeated and their autonomy 
destroyed by General Franco during the 
summer and autumn of 1937, and the 
Catalans, realizing what has happened in 
that respect, are all the more determined to 
carry on the defence of their interests. They 
realize that with the victory of General 
Franco will xo all that degree of independ- 
ence which they have hitherto enjoyed, that 
their condition will be reduced to something 
similar to the Basques, and they are con= 
sequently involved in what is for them a 

‘-and-death struggle, In the cireumstances 
it would be rash to assume that even th 
part of the fighting will soon be ended, for 
whatever the Catalans may miss in’ the 
nature of material and superior equipment 
is to some extent balanced by the spirit in 
which they are ghting, and, if they can 
manage to hold General Franco outside Bar- 
celona, the Spanish Civil War way not end 
quite: So soon ts he and his foreign sup- 
porters wish, Undoubtedly, up to the pre- 
sent his gamble has met with success, but 
to be complete an carly reduction of Bar 
cclona is necessary, in order that he may 
concentrate upon the subjugation of the 
large portion of Spain which still remains 
under Republican control. 

With the ending of the Catalonian cam- 
paign General Franeo would be in a much 
‘more favourable position than he is now. 
His lines would be considerably. shortened, 
which means in itself an access of strength, 
with which he would probably be able to 
embark upon a huge pineer-like movement 
in central and southern Spain - designed 
primarily to squeeze out Madrid which has 






































resisted him effectively ever since the out- 
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break of the war, and thus with a second! 
shortening of his lines give him even more 
strength for his final attack on Valencia. Tt 
will be seen, therefore, that with each suc- 
cess the strength of General Franco becomes 
increased, but with the same shortening of 
the Tines, so docs that of the Republican 
Government, though not entirely to the same 
degree. Conscquently unless some very 
great change comes over the situation there 
ire great possibilities that the Republicans 
will be able to carry on the struggle for a 
considerable time to come, and there is 
Rothing ‘at present in the situation to in- 
dicate that they have any other intention, 
‘Thus while, if and when Barcelona falls, a 
very important step will be taken towards 
the conclusion of the war, it will not have 
ended it, and there is every chance of the 
peril to Europe arising out of this war con- 
tinuing for a long time to come. Recent 
trends, and especially those indicated as a 
result of Mr. Chamberlain's visit to Rome, 
show that it is practically impossible to 
proceed any further with his policy of ap- 
easement until Italian ambitions in Spain 
fare finally achieved. Certainly no material 
improvement in European conditions can be 
secured until this Spanish business is com~ 
pletely concluded. ‘That may not be for 
some time to come, and it may quite casily 
prove to be the case that as the next few 
‘months pass the amount of suffering which 
hhas already been inflicted upon the Spaniards. 
will be increased to a most painful extent. 
It is more than a pity that it has not been 
possible to bring an end to this struggle: 
through mediation, ‘That is entirely out of 
the question, for mediation means compro- 
miso, and General Franco, being in the 
Position he is, with prospects of ultimately 
gaining everything will certainly not re~ 
Tinquish his prospects for a mere compromise. 











AFTER DINNER FUN

‘The specch which Mr, Mamoru Shigemitsu, 
Japanese Ambassador to the Court of St. 
‘James, delivered at the annual dinner given 
by tho Japan Society in London has been 
described by Reuter as a witty one, and 
the appellation has been duly earned.’ Em- 
phasizing his belief in open diplomacy, the 
Ambassador went on to express his regret 
that so many publicists writing upon Japan- 
ese affairs could neither read nor speak 
Japanese. The inference, of course, that 
without adequate knowledge of a country's 
language it was impossible to secure full un~ 
derstanding of its political acts, obviously 
suggests that after all it is not what a 
country does, but what its writers say for it 
that really mattors. Taking that argument 
to its logical conclusion third party neutrals 
in China have no real reason to complain 
of the manner in which thelr interests are 
Boing continually damaged, in view of the 
vopeated assurances of statesmen and pub- 
Wists that Japan intended doing no such 
thing, Tf it is to be a fact that, in the latest. 
confection known as conceptional diplomacy, 
‘words ure to be considered as speaking 
louder than actions, then it is perfectly com~ 
prehensible that there should be so much 
misunderstanding about Japan's policy 
vis-a-vis of China. But when once the 
seeming contradiction from old time is un~ 
derstood and appreciated many apparent 
contrarieties disappear. Mr. Shigemitsu, whe= 
ther he intended to oF not has indicated the 
manner in which the much-spoken-of “in= 
sincerity" of those who disagree with Japan= 
‘ese behaviour in the Far East ean be changed 
into acquiescent sincerity. It is all so sim~ 
ple, If the publicist were taught to read 
and speak Japanese they would ut once 
understand the Japanese point of view that 
all that is happening in China arises from a 
very real desire on the part of Japan to 
cullivate the friendliest relations with the 
Chinese people. The fact that large areas 
of thelr territory have been overrun and 
that millions of Chinese have suffered un- 
told misery as a result of the demonstration 
of affection which commenced in July, 1937, 
is as nothing compared with the real under= 
standing of Japan's intentions which would 
‘come from learning the language. — 
Further considering the matter it is ap= 
parent that much harm was done to the 
proper understanding of international poli~ 
ties by another humourist, the late Lewi 
Carrall. It is just possible that the world at 
large will agree with the Chinese retort to 
uch protestations of afeetion with the (wo 
fines ; 
No doubt it was wise to dissemble your love, 
But why did you kick me downstairs? 
Properly understood the Japanese reply 
seems to be “The vory fact that we are 
ing you downstairs is the complotest 
* proof of our great love for you." In other 
words the action whieh Japan’ has taken 
hurts her more than it can possibly hurt 
the Chinese, or words to that effect. Mr. 
Shigemitsu sought to convince the Japan 
Socloty that his countey, far from being the 
brutal force some of lis erities would make 
it out to be, was in fact the Pilgrim of Love, 
the dispenser of joy and happiness, the 
‘welder of bonds of undying affection, scek- 
ing friendship more than anything with 
China, and a. readjustment of their mutual 
relations by removing mistrust and suspicion, 
and replacing them with mutual understand- 
ing, ‘Thus will be ushered in an cra of 














enduring co-operation and conciliation. This 
post-prandial picture of the purity of Japan- 
ese intentions drawn for the delectation of 
diners in London, probably sounded soothing 
to the cars of satiated stomachs, but the 
aching bellies of millions of homeless Chin- 
ese is an answer to it all. In any event it 
reads strangely in China to those who have 
seen what has been happening these last 
nineteen months. Foreigners living in this 
country and depending upon the mainten- 
anee of their trade with it, will have read 
the report of the speech with no little cynical 
amusement. For example applied to its 
{fullest ‘extent, foreign publicists thoroughly 
well grounded in the Japanese language 
would completely realize that the Yangtze 
far from being closed to neutral shipping, 
is in fact completely open, or something of 
the sort. Or perhaps Mr. “Shigemitsu's 
‘argument. does not apply in all its connota- 
tions. ‘The acquirement of such knowledge 
as the Ambassador suggests for example 
‘would prove to erities that the commercial 
trading along the Great River and the 
swamping of that area with Japanese pro- 
ducts, is not being done so much to exclude 
third’ parties from that market, but really 
to supply the necessitous Chinese with 
goods which other foreigners for some reason 
or other are unable to send there. 

Application of the doctrine to wider Melds, 
‘and particularly that of Anglo-Japanese 
friendship, it will be noticed that British 
manufacturers, like journalists, being un- 
acquainted with the finer nuances of the 
Japanese language fail to understand that 
Tar from desiring to damage thelr interests 
in China, Japan is endeavouring to protect 
them. It must be so, for a fuller under- 
standing of Japanese thought processes, and 
adoption of Japanese practices would trans- 
fer credit entries to the other side of the 
ledger, and vice-versa, with the result that 
taking of balances only by the British 
method would demonstrate what fine profits 
fare being obtained by the present enforced 
inactivity. And again if the third party 
foreigners cannot sell to the Chinese they 
cannot run up any bad debis. Mr. Shige- 
mitsu’s references to Anglo-Japanese friend- 
ship ure in an entirely different vein, and 
ft is quite possible to ogre with the senti- 
ment that “it is time that the two island 
‘empires of the cast and west saw eye to eye 
In the shaping of their policy of enhancing 
peace." That should not be really difficult 
if the Japanese could be brought to under- 
stand that the damaging of British interests 
in the Far East, just as much as anywhere 
else, is certainly not conducive of the bet 
terment which is mutually desired. ‘The 
British resent what Japan is doing, just as 
much as Japan would do if the boot were 
fon the other foot, and it requires no very 
great knowledge of cach other's language to 
‘appreciate that fact. But then, perhaps after 
all, Mr. Shigemitsu was just having his 
little tun.

awaited speech by Mr. 
Hachiro Arita, Japanese Minister for Foreign 


‘The eagerly 
Affairs, which he made before the Diet on 
Saturday, tells the world nothing new, and 
if it isto be taken as forecasting the 
nature of the Japanese replies to the Amexi- 
‘can, British and French Notes, it is to be 
‘assumed that those missives have as yet 
produecd no improving effect upon the re- 
lations between Japan and the nations con- 
cerned. Mr. Arita claims the Japanese action 
fs entirely duc to the necessity for Aghting 
‘Communism, for co-operation between the 
two countries involved, for the ereation of 
a new set of conditions in the Far East, 
‘and for the realization and mutual practice 
of neighbourly amity. Japan is stated to 
require no territory of China, and no in- 
demnity, and further that she will respect 
the sovereignty of this country. It is denicd 
that the Open Door is being closed, that 
denial being qualified by the contention that 
it will be necessary to enforce certain re- 
slrictions and regulations in spheres having 
a vital bearing upon the national defence 
and economic independence of Japan, Man- 
choukwo and China, but that, when all this 
hhas been done, there will be left open vast 
flelds wherein’ the rights and interests of 
other countries, and the commercial and 
other peaceful enterprises of their nationals 
will remain absolutely unaffected, fields 
wherein foreign participation will be really 
welcome, “so that it is confidently expected 
that the ‘economic activities of other Powers 
will be more than ever stimulated under the 
new order.” Mr. Arita seems unconsciously 
demonstrating the same kind of wit that Mr. 
Shigemitsu consciously used in his recent 
speech in London, and, if the remark of a 
famous Queen “We are not amused,” is 

in all probability repcesent 














foreign 
‘The facts of the present position in China 
so far as they concern the other Powers are 
's0 completely at variance with such state- 
ments, that with all the goodwill in the 
world’ it is impossible to reconcile the two. 
‘The Japanese Foreign Minister has most 
certainly given no assistance towards com- 
pleting so difficult a process. 








What are the facts? To set forth a 
complete list of the wrongs which are being 
icted upon third party neutrals in this 





China Incident would require more space 
than is at present available, but a few will 
suffice. ‘There is the very patent discrimina- 
tion which is being displayed by Japanese 
officials in China against the trading rights 
of the protesting Powers. In every port 
under Japanese control that is being dis- 
played in one form or another. The limita- 
ion imposed upon such trading as can be 
done in North China by a rickely exchange 
‘control is common knowledge. So also are 
the disadvantages placed upon third party 
‘coastwise shipping, the failure even at this 
late date to recommence the conservancy of 
the Whangpoo, to allow unhampered access 
fo the northern and eastern districts of 
Shanghai, the continued closing of the Yang- 
tze,—for reasons of “military nccessity” 
while the Japanese trade position is being 
rapidly consolidated along its course. So 
also are the establishment of various mono~ 
polies designed in the end to wipe out all 
foreign competition in China, and exploit 
the Chinese in a manner which was not 
paralleled even in the worst days of alleged 
imperialistic exploitation, the control of the 
railways, and the denial of foreign rights 
regarding them, and finally the monopoliza~ 
tion of other means of communication. It 
is idle in the face of these very obvious and 
disturbing facts for Mr. Arita to say that 
the Open Door is not being closed, and that 
vast fields for the enterprise of ‘the other 
Powers will still remain. Even if they were, 
the very fact that Japan is secking to 
divert foreign activities into other channels 
than those which they followed prior to the 
outbreak of hostilities is in itself an infringe- 
ment of those very rights which Japan has 
promised and apparently still promises. to 
respect. It may be readily conceded that 
‘Mr, Arita has made a correct statement of 
what his Government believes is happening, 
but if that is so, then the Government can- 
not be properly apprised of all that is being 
done by its officials on the spot in China, 
for the gulf between assurance and per- 
formance is not only exceptionally wide, but 
to the present shows no signs of narrow- 




















It need cause no surprise, therefore, if it 
transpires that the Japanese reply to the 
Notes of America, British and France shows 
there has been no change in Japan's China 
policy. Mr. Arita’s speech clearly shows that 
no modification is at present contemplated. 
All that it does is to seek to assure with 
soft words that the protestants have really 
nothing to fear, and that if they are suffer~ 
ing a little under present conditions, all that 
Japan is doing is to prepare a rosy future 
for them. Let it be plainly stated that it 
utterly contrary to Japan's interests 
she at present conceives them that this 
should ever be the case. With the denial 
‘of any intention of demanding an indemnity, 
must be taken the fact that by the system 
‘of monopolistic exploitation, Japan hopes to 
recoup herself and make a substantial profit 
upon the vast sums she is spending in this 
China adventure. It is inevitable that this 
must operate against the enjoyment by 
other Powers of the rights which they 
hitherto enjoyed in China's trade, and so 
Jong as Japan follows the policy which has 
been enunciated, so long will these inroads 
into third party rights continue. In the 
circumstances it is idle to contend that the 
other Powers are lacking in sincerity in 
their refusal to understand Japan's inten- 
tions, ‘They are perfectly well understood 
the facts permit of no possible mistake, and 
fas the gist of Mr. Arita's statement is a 
reaMfrmation of Japan's intention to persist 
in her “present policy, it cannot be said that 
his specch is any contribution towards the 
betterment of relations between that coun- 
try and the protesting nations. To.a certaln 
extent they may safely be said to have 
worsened, for the obstinacy displayed, no 
matter how much it may be shrouded with 
fine words, constitutes nothing less than a 
complete rejection of the reasonable de- 
mands which have been put forward. That, 
it may be anticipated, will be the effect of 
the replies to the Notes which have been 
presented, and if that proves to be the case, 
then there will have been no improvement 
in the situation, but rather further deteriora- 
tion. It is wholly regrettable, but that is 
the fact which has to be faced. 

















AMERICA AND GUAM 
Jan. 24, 


It was not very long after the passage 
of the Bill by the United States Congress 
giving independence to the Philippine Is- 
lands, that a certain section of the Filipinos 
began to express some doubls as to the 
wisdom of the agitation which had brought 
about such a step. Those doubts have been 
largely increased on both sides of the 
Pacie by the recent development of 
Japanese policy in China, and the general 





.| deductions to be drawn from the statements 


of Japanese statesmen. The cry of “Asia 
for the Asiaties" is all embracing, and there 
is by-no means an ineonsiderable body of 
opinion, not only in the Philippines, but also 
in the United States, which realizes that if 
Japanese ambitions are to be fulfilled to the 
extent it is apparently planned, the United 
States will sooner or later have to decide 
either to withdraw from the western Pacific 











entirely, or prepare to defend ils rights in 
this part of the world. For that reason the 
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question of the refortifeation of Guam has 
come to the fore. ‘The American people 
have a number of questions to decide 

whether they will abandon the plan of with- 
rawing from the Philippines ; whether they 
will defend the islands under’ grant of ine 
dependence; whether a barrier” should be 
established against the Japanese move south- 
wards; whether the United States will 
maintain China's integrity and protect ‘the 
“Open Door” in China, and whether through 
a circle of bases, beginning in Alaska and 
sweeping across the Pacific, Japan shall: be 
notified of American preparation to confine 
her within her own domain, Tt was one of 
the Concessions which the United States 
‘made during the negotiation of the Washing- 
fon : Treaty that tho fortifications already 
existing on Guam should be removed, and 
that undertaking was faithfully carried out, 
‘The agreement to do so was arrived at in 
view of the general conditions it was desired 
to maintain in the Pacific, but as those con- 
ditions have been. seriously changed by the 
unilateral action of Japan, it has been borne 
in upon the American Government that the 
new situation thus created requires revision 
of policies decided upon eighteen years ago, 

Hence the Vinson Navy Bill proposing 
that Congress should authorize the construe= 
tion of naval base facilities at “Guam, a 
strategie American possession in the midst 
of the Japanese mandated islands, and the 
strengthening of 41" other bases,’ most of 
which are facing the Pacific. Unless the 
United States are completely to abandon the 
Philippine Islands to thelr fate, and allow 
‘of the possibility of their eventually being 
grabbed by Jopan—they are in every way. 
more desirable from the Japanese point of 
view than anything she ean obtain in China, 
—they will have to face the fact that the 
protection of their present position in this 
part of the world necessitates that America 
will have to become a great Pacifle Power, 
with all the responsibilities that such a 
decision entails. Future development appears 
to depend entirely upon the policy” which 
Japan intends to follow. If, as itis anti- 
Cipated, she rejects the "invitations of 
‘America, Great Britain, and France, under 
the Treaty of 1921 to consult on the con- 
twoversies which have arisen as a result of 
Japanese action in China, then it is obvious 
that the other Powers concerned will have 
{o take such steps as are necessary to limit 
the fleld of her activities, and one such step 
is obviously to establish a naval base {rom 
which it will be possible to safeguard the 
Phitippines from Japanese seizure, together 
‘with the reinforcement of such other bases 
as would provide the United States with 
plenty of places from which to command the 
Pacific. ‘The “Army and Navy Register,” 
in commenting upon the subject, puts the 
matter even more bluntly, stating that in 
view of the united stand of the Democracies 
in the Far East, and in view of the prospect 
that the United States will establish bases 
in the Pacifle where they will threaten 
Japan's security, Tokyo authorities may turn 
Found and request that such a conference 
shall be called. The view of that magazine, 
therefore, is that the threat which is. thus 
in contemplation against Japan, may Induce 
hher to change her mind, and become some- 
what more amenable {0 reason. 

‘The important point to be remembered in 
connection with this possible development in 
the United States, is that the whole subject 
is likely to change from being what might 
be termed a purely party matter, to one in 
connection ‘with which much support” will 
bbe found in both parties in’ Congress. In 
this connection the recent utterances of Mr. 
Alfred M, Landon, Republican Presidential 
candidate’ in. 1936,’ and Senator Ernest Gib- 
son, Republican, "assume signifieance. In- 
ternational political trends during. the last 
few years “have produced a profoundly 
modifying effect upon the isolationist policy 
which was so greatly favoured in the United 

tales, and that nation, ‘instead of finding 
itsel€ unperturbed by world events, has now 
become gravely interested. Nevertheless the 
belief should be avoided that, even if such 
@ conference as is required were hold, it 
would permanently solve the problems 
which are now being posed. ‘The various 
wereements, to which Japan has been a 
signatory, covering questions in the Far East, 
fare being disregarded by that nation on the 
ground that altering conditions,—alteralions 
brought about in flagrant disregard for those 
agreements—justify such a course. ‘There 
is consequently little or nothing to ensure 
that if agreement were reached at any such 
conference it would be any more binding 
than have these previous documents, -and 
until it again becomes fashionable in In- 
ternational morals to honour obligations, the 
counsels of prudence suyiest that instead of 
using the proposed refortification asa 
‘means of bringing Japan to the conference 
table, it would be better to proceed with the 
work, and have the Guam base as an. ac- 
complished fact. ‘The granting of such 
authority by Congress would undoubtedly 

re the United States a very powerful bare 
Baining point, and might tend to have a 
modifying effect upon Japan's present. in- 
stransigeanee. An’ American naval base 
only 1,200 miles from Yokohama might 
prove a very potent factor in preserving the 
































eace of the Pacific, and its actual existence, 
rather than a plan'to build it, would make 
it an even more powerful weapon in the 
hands of the American diplomats.

legs than one-third of the electors are ‘present 
oF represented. sess. 

Under that article it should be possible for 
ratepayers to call a meeting for the purpose 
of Passing a vole of censure upon the Council 
jn connection with these salary increases, but 
unless one-third of the ratepayers were present 
the meeting would prove abortive as no resolu- 
tion passed by it would be binding. Past ex- 
perience has shown the dif leulty of successfully 
holding these special meetings of ratepayers, 
though there is no reason why some leader of 























the community holding the views which 
have been expressed in the correspondence 
columns should not make the attempt.

The problem presented in 
‘Shanghai by these refugees is part of the whole 
problem which has aren, and it ix possible 
that this will be the view of those responsible 
for administering Earl Baldwin's fund. At least 
it ought to be, and if application has not al- 
ready been made to it for assistance one should 
certainly be forwarded. ‘The grant of a small 
sum from the home fuind as compared with its 
present {otal would be of inestimable advantage 
{i relieving @ situation locally which gives 
rise to anxiety. As matters stand it is Impossible 
to prevent more of these refugees arriving in 
[Shanghai and it is doubtful whether in all the 
circumstances sueh a prohibition would be 
desirable, but that being the case, it is also| 
desirable’ that outside assistance " should | be' 
available for taking care of them when they 
do arrive. ‘The sum tolal of misery in Shang. 
hhai has been indeed great these last twenty. 
months, Fortunately it has not succeeded in

In the Hungjao Area 


‘Things happen almost every night in the 
Hungjao ares, illustrating what one of the 
residents aptly deseribes as the “new disorder 
In East Asia.”

1 was Invited to pay a visit to Kal 
‘Tak Aerodrome, where I was fortun-| 
ate enough to 'be shown round the 
For East Flying Training School, Ltd, 
which operates. there. 

‘The school is undoubtedly supplying 
a Iong-felt need. in bringing to the 
Bast a training which has hitherto 
only been obtainable abroad. In the| 
past any would-be aeronautical student 
from the East had to make the long 
journeys if he wanted to obtain firs 
class training. Nowadays this Is un- 
necessary as exactly the same training 
can be obtained in Hongkong as in 
Europe, and incidentally the student 
effects ‘a large saving as the cost of| 
living in ‘Hongkong is considerably 
cheaper than in Europe. 

Thave seen quite a number of ay-| 
ing schools and clubs in various parts 
of the world, but this school in 
pressed me more than any other, for 
it is run on model lines and has the 
Deneft of all the latest seientife data 
from abroad, 














Competent Instructors 
«, ‘The flying training is carried out 
by Squadion Leader P. H. Smith, 
Flight-Lieut, G. P. Longfleld and Mr, 
P. E, Bedeli, whilst the engineering, 
Staff’ and instructors are under the| 
charge of Alt. V. J. Neyle, who is 
assisted “by Messrs. “MeCombe and 
Watt.” A Chinese liaison offleer is on 
the strength of the school's staf, and 
his duty is to assist in maintaining 
close touch between instructors and 
uplls.

Japan Must Follow 
“Heavenly Way” 


Tokyo, ‘Jan. 16, 
Japan should-be governed sccord- 
ing fo the “Will of the Gods,” Baron 
Klichiro Hiranuma, the new Japon- 
ese Premier, believes. Asserting that 
there is no such thing in Japan as 
collectivism or individualism, Baron 
Hiranuma said the only political 
philosophy that exists in Japan is 
‘the “heavenly way" which aims at 
placing “men and things in thelr right 
places.” “This is the Key to stale- 
craft,” Baron Hiranuma declared. 
The divine way, or “the high way 
of heaven and earth.” as it was. 
termed by the late Emperor Meiji, 
founder of modern Japan, according 
to Baron Hiranuma, consisted in the 
enforcement of the pure moral codes 
of nature, unhindered by celf-inter- 
esis. This, he stated, should be the 
‘aim of true polities.” “Any interfer~ 
fence should be firmly rejected,” he 
continued. “This is where we call 
upon the sword. ‘Those who refuse 
to obey our teachings should be 
compelled to do so by force.” For 
this ‘reason, he declared, "Japan is. 
entitled to be called the land of thi 
Gods, of Justice, and of the sword. 


Religions Must Conform 


‘There are mixed sects and religions 
in Japan, he said, but any type of 
religion which does not conform to 
the “heavenly way” cannot be toler- 
ated. 

Pointing out that the nation’s sup- 
port of the Throne can only be ac- 
complished by forgetting one's own 
self, Baron Hiranuma ‘called upon 
everyone to do their duty. “Every. 
body must play an appropriate part 
{in supporting the Imperial Family, to 
achieve national unity and solidar- 
ity.” the Premier declared. 

‘Turning to the question of political 
parties, Baron Hiranuma observed 
that Japan's political parties must 
also follow the divine way by con- 
verging in support, of the Imperial 
Family together with the entire 
nation, although parties in the West 
had béen born of a confict of inter- 
ests, 








No New “Total® Party 
“AIL the political parties must have 
the interests of the Imperial Family 
uppermost in. their minds. Conse- 
quently any scramble for power for 
power's sake must tbe strongly de- 
preeated,” the Premier said. 

‘The rumour that he intended to 
organize a new political party was 
emphatically denied by the Premier. 

“In order to meet the situation, 1 
need the help of every one, but I 
do not expect to form a govern: 
‘mental political party at present. T 
shall deal with the Diet according to 
elreumstances.” Baron Hiranuma con- 
eluded. 

This was the frst time since hi 
appointment as Premier that Baron 
Hiranuma clearly enunciated his 
politieal convietions as well as his 

fitude toward the political parties. 
He returned here yesterday afternoon 
from Central Japan where he re- 
ported to the Ise Grand Shrine and 
the Mausolea of Imperial ancestors 
fon his assumption of office.—Domei.

Japaneie white collar workers 
Hongkow are putting up a united 
front in demanding that all. salaries 
of Japanese companies should be paid 
in Japanese curreney, according to 
the “Tairiku Shimpo.* 

Japanese employees in more than 
50 stores, factorios and other con- 
ceerns claim that the practice of pay- 
ing in Chinese currency by Hongkew 
employers is a “stubborn adherence 
to old habits and goes ‘sgainst the 
grain,” the Japanese daily declared. 

Depreciation of Chinese money and 
the Increasing circulation of Jepanese 
curreney in Hongkew are threatening 
fo work a serious hardship on Japan= 
ese employee who are still paid In 
Chinese money, the paper safd. 

Pointing oul’ that ‘the decline and 
fMuctuution “in Chinese bank notes, 
particularly in recent weeks, mean a 
substantial wage cut, the daily said 
"grave consequences" wore feared. if 
Hongkew employers take an opposing 
view to that of their employees.

Bond Confusion Disappearing in Local Market 


Shanghai, Jan. 23, 


'N co-operation with Chinese bankers, the Chinese Government 
is embarking upon a gigantic economic development scheme in 


the southwest. 


‘A Chinese banker in Shanghai stated yesterday 


that many Chinese banks here have established branches in the 
southwest with a view to investing money having all made profits 


during the past year. 


A multi-millionaire overseas Chinese 


medicine merehant, Mr. Hu Wen-hu and other merchants, have 
contributed $50,000,000 for developing Yunnan alone. 


‘A Chinese report which states that 
Chinese banks in Shanghai have made 
profits ranging from several lakhs to| 
{$10,000,000 during the past year has| 
been denied by the banker who ex- 
plained that while foreign and Chin- 
ese Government banks made biggest 
profits, Chinese commercial banks 
only made profs ranging between 
several lakhs and $1,000,600 the most. 

He confirmed the report that many 
ocal Chinese banks have established. 
branches. in the southwest in order 
to help the Government in develop- 
ing natural resources in the interior 
bbut denied that the Government had 
ever intended to levy the “Wartime 
Proft Tax” on the banks here as one 
Chinese report has stated. He said 
that the banks considered proft- 
making as a matter of course at any 
time, and the tox did not apply. in 
ordinary” business transactions during 
the war time. 

‘Apart from Shanghai bankers’ help| 
in ‘establishing branch offices, the 
Chinese Government has secured help 
from other sources including bankers. 
in the interior for developing the 
natural resources in Szechwan. Yun- 
han, Kweichow and Sikong where a 
Hold mine has just attracted official 
attention, Bankers have co-operated 
with Szechwan merchants in _est~ 
ablishing the Chwen Kong Wool, 
‘weaving Factory to be located in 
Chengtu. The factory is to be capita 
Bined ‘with $300,000,

On January 14 Russians met their 
New “Year with mixed feelings. 
Shortly prior to the traditional ball 
‘of the Union of ex-Service Men of 
the Imperial “Army and Navy, it 
bbeeame known that the Rome parleys 
had fallen through. Russian super- 
tition has other unlucky days, be- 
Sides Friday the 13th, but this time

‘war would not be wholly unwelcome. 
Tn this camp are former oflicers to- 
day working as watchmen or body- 
guards, former’ politicians languish- 
Ing in political Inactivity, youth that 
has always been drawn by the 
promise of adventure—in. short, all 
those who live in bitter dissatisfaction, 
with thelr present position. “What, 
they ask themselves, have they to 
lose if a war should tare up? 

But there are others who know 
that war with all its modern innova- 
tions would mean yeneral disaster, 
poverty, destruction of even that 
‘modest ‘well-being that they have 
been able to painfully build up and 
preserve during the long years of 
emigration, There are others who

Court Cases Decline 


Russian newspapers have several 
times mentioned the (act. that both 
the first and second District Courts, 
which mirror all the grotesqueness 
of life in the Russian colony. cases 
involving Russians have taken a 
radieal drop in numbers. This ts in 
part caused by the 40 per cent. in- 
erease in court fees that went into 
effect at the beginning of August 
1938—a ruling the effect of which 
was first witnessed in a reduction of 
civil cases. And besides it seems 
that Russians have on the whole de- 
cided to come up before court less 
often. ‘On the other hand warfare 
between landlords and tenants is 
weekly becoming more and more 
sangulnary. There is a tendency, in 
view of the influx of new population, 
from Germany and Europe parti: 
-cularly, to inerease rent on apart- 
‘ments and rooms, and this had led 
to many tenants’ paying their rent 
not to the landlords but to the court, 
Cases often flare up, and due must 
bbe given to the Chinese judges: they 
devote their full attention to cases of 
this sort, ond, where parties are re- 
vealed to be quilty of speculation, 
Invariably take the side of the 
sufferers.

1 has a missionary 
department responsible for work 
among the Chinese and the struggle 
against sectarians, an educational 
department, a department’ of social 
welfare, a “department for divorces, 
‘an administrative department and a 
judicial department. Archbishop 
Victor's assistant will be: the Very 
Rev, Father Michael Rogojin, trans 
ferred 10 Peiping from Shanghai. 
‘Russian Jews in Shanghai watched 
with interest the progress of the con~ 
ference of all the Russian Jews of 
the Far East held in Harbin, at whieh 
Mr. S.-M. Tukachinsky "was. the 
‘Shanghai delegate.

“According to what Dr. Weidenrei

mains have been found in the Upper 
Cave at Chouxoutien did not belong 
to the type known as “Peking Man,” 
that ts Santhropus pekinensis, ‘The 
men of the Upper Cave were repre 
sentatives of truc Homo, and were of 
a much later period than the co 
siderably more primitive “Peping 
Man," and it is amongst the’ remains 
of these later men that the types 
‘Similar to types found amongst the 
North American Indians. occur, and 
which may have represented the an- 
eestors of the latter on migration 
from Asia to. North America by way 
‘of the land bridge that once extended 
Between North-eastern Siberia and 
Alaska in the region now occupied by 
‘the Bering Sea, 

‘Nothing reported to have been sald 
by Dr. Weldenreich in the Domei dis- 
patch indicates that Peking Man may 
be looked upon as an ancestor of the 
North American Indians, although in 
previous announcements’ he has. sug- 
ested that there are certain features 
fn the teeth and jaw bones of Peking 
‘Man which may indicate. that the 
latter was in. the ancestral line of 
the socalled Mongoloid races.

‘The writer referred to Switzerland

of neutrality sabotage.” 

‘The fact that seversl hundred 
[thousand Germans were still pitying 
‘the Jews and had no other worry 
‘but ‘the lack of coffee, is sufficient 
roof that there is still a great 
‘amount of ideological work to be 
done in the Releh by political leaders 
who must place their entire energy 
Into this task, Herr Wilhelm Boerger, 
‘one of the principal chiefs of the

district meeting today.

US. Fortification of Guam 


Japanese Navy Regards the Hepburn Plan with 
Utmost Gravity and Concern; Yangtze Closed

HE Japanese navy is watching with very serious concern the 
progress of the American navy’s plan to fortify the island 
of Guam, Rear-Admiral Kanazawa said at the Navy Ministry this

aval and Consular authorities of 
the United States at Shanghai in 
regard to this matter. So. far we 
have not been’ favoured with a 
single word in reply, and we can 
only. presume that’ they are not in 
‘2 position to make any reply. 
Reluctant to Belleve Statement 

“As a naval officer I am reluctant 
to believe that the statement T have 
referred to, though it was published 
in a Shanghai paper, was really 
made by any responsible American 
naval officer. That is why we asked 
the American authorities If there 
was any truth in the story. 

“To speak quite frankly, when we 
think coolly in Tokyo about such 
affair, it seems somewhat absurd, 
But our officers and men, who arc 
engaged in the actual hostilities, 
ake such things very seriously, and 
their feelings have to be considered. 
Therefore officers and gentlemen 
ought to be very careful in what 
they say." the spokesman observed. 

‘Turning to other matters, Admiral 
Kanazawa said that’ the general sit- 
uation seems 0 be more delicate 
than ever, “and though our cabinet 
has changed there is no change 
whatever in our fundamental policy 
ss regards the China affair,” and 
pecially in the navy, as Admiral 
Yonal remains as our minister in 
the new Cabinet. the samme policy 
will be continued during the” new 
year, “As to the fighting in China, 
active operations will be continued, 
so it can safely*be assumed that 
‘there will be no change In policy.” 

‘With reference to actual naval

STRATEGIC TRIANGLE 


By Exec 


Fascist military power may be described 
‘as an instrument to equalize land possession 
and is thus mainly directed against the 
British Empire. 

‘While one half of Europe is engaged: in 
innexing or controlling the small nations as 
start, and the other half is doing nothing 
io prevent it, the situation in the Pacific has 
been momentarily dwarfed. It is, however, 
a constant factor and one of greater im- 
portance to Britain in the long run than 
the division of the European continent into 
armed camps in the race for military power. 

Co-laterally the arming of Europe serves 
a future purpose in the Far East where the 
challenge of Japan to mastery over Pacific 
waters Is more subtle than Germany's in- 
timidation of Central Europe of’ Italy's march 
of thé Roman Legions in Africa. The At 
lantie and Indian’ Oceans remain unchal- 
Ienged now but the Pacifie Ocean leads into 
the Indian Ocean, and towards Africa ond 
the Europeun armed camps there. 

‘A more direct touch between Europe and 
the Pacific lies in the geographical situation 
of Burma and India where British land 
power is largely grouped. If a Pacifie Power 
emerges into the Indian Ocean, Europe is 
‘thus immediately affected and ‘it’ may be 
for this reason that Germany and Italy move 
diplomatically towards Japan. India stirs 
fat the fate of the Chinese and the subject 
of defence has enlarged its outlook with 
those whose primary aim had been social 
up-building. 








India Is now defence conscious and looks 
ahead to the time when the westward march 
from the Pacifle may touch her. Even 
Ghandi, no friend of the British, scents the 
danger, and has said that India’ cannot yet 
do without the aid of Britain, He does not 
speak of defence but his words are just an 
eastern interpretation of what his fellow- 
eountrymen are thinking and he is extreme- 
ly clever in touching in quickly to. mass 
perturbation. 

Tt is a plain fact that the focus of world 
unrest will move eastwards in the grab for 
Tand and that the army in India at present 
‘occupies the front line of resistance to any 
threat to the Empire as a whole; and the 
xle of India's Field Army will be to hold 
the fort and to take such offensive-defensive 
tion as may be possible pending the 

val of reinforcements from England. 
India's partnership in the Empire entitles, 
her to full support in a major danger of 
this kind as owing to her geographical posi- 
tion her territories may happen to have to 
bear the brunt of the attack and endure all 
the miseries and loss of and by warfare at 
close range. 








In essence Pacific communication ix the 
defence problem and is represented by a 
strategic triangle whose northern apex is in 
the Himalayas and whose base line runs 
from South Afriea to Western Australia. In 
ind round this triangle are four fleets, as 
many air forces, and the Indian Army, 170,- 
000 men, and’ the British Army rising 
steadily to 100,000 plus a strategic reserve 
to be held somowhore. 

‘With Singapore as control point the 
trianglo's eastward look-out is southeast 
with spearhead forces on the incoming lines 
‘of communication from the southern waters. 
of the South Pacific Seas and the northerly 
route down the China Seas. From Asia to 
Australia the outward patrol connects the 
two continents. ‘The south Tine of the 
triangle connects Africa and Australia, The 
west line shuts off Europe. The form of 
defence suggests the shape of an aeroplane. 
‘The forward head is the new Australian 
foree, the main body is Singapore and the 
tips of the wings are Hongkong and Darwin 
bases and fleets. ‘The tai} is the Royal and 
Royal Indian Navies, 

‘Taking the Asian problem ax a whole the 
main defence of India is by sea. Air power 
can operate destructively but “cannot hold 
sea or land. Conquests have to be made 
by sea power whose long arm on land is 
the army which comes along the conquered 
seaway protected by the informative vision 
of the aeroplane. Ameriea equally with 
Britain is concerned in keeping the Pacific 
open a8 a free way between the Panama 
and Suez Canals, which both lead to the 
Atlantic, as the strategical water ways of 
the two hemispheres, 

‘The two nations can shut them, and, 
united can preserve the Pacific against any 
combination and by it ensure the safe herit- 
ie of the earth to the democracies and free 
people whose liberties in part are being 
destroyed by the vicious force of power- 
polities whose domination means the in 
dividuals enslavement and the denial of his 














Mastery of the Pacifle means control of 
ide und forces of industrial leadership, 
because the Powers that can control that 
ocean at Singapore and Panama ean control 
the Indian Ocean at Suez and Singapore 
and the Mediterranean at Suez and Gibral~ 
tar. Since Cortez looked on the ocean from 
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@ Darien peak the“US.A, Latin America 
‘and Mexico have arisen and the former 
holds the key of the Americas: Japan 
stretches down towards the Philippines ; 
Britain holds the bridgeheads with India in 
Tear as power source. And power in troop- 
ing can come from England into the Pacific 
‘across Canada to aid the India and Suez 
routes. U.S.A. and Britain hold the cards 
and can keep ‘the Pacific open and free for 
trade—the slogan of Drake, the first Engti 
leader to sail its waters. 

Japan's conquest of China will make her 
a mainland power in the fullest sense. Her 
first objective is to keep Russia in the 
north and shut her off from a warm water 
port and any use of the Chinese forces in 
an alliance. Instead Japan will use these 
forees herself and set up a Sino-Japanese 
army capable of control from Manchoukuo 
to Tibet. AS a mainland power the whole 
Asian border of the Pacifie would be hers 
and her westward march along the -coast 
line would neutralize Hongkong and create 
a strategie position against Singapore itself 
‘sinee a naval base would be the aecompani 
ment of the coastal occupation. 

Looking at the position from a military 
point of view the way to cover and reduce 
the value of Singapore Base is by land ap- 
proach to French Indo-China and so get 
behind both Singapore and the Philippines 
at one and the same time. ‘There is another 
project for westward penetration and the 
neutralizing of Singapore, and this refers to 
the plan of cutting a eanal across the Siam 
peninsula, Japan favours this idea whicn 
would provide a northern route into the 
Indian Ocean, As the flag follows trade this 
envisages a Japanese naval squadron in the 
Indian Ocean. 

Nor is the westward march confined to 
this as from a full occupation of China tor- 
ritory Japanese influence and outposts woul 
be at the frontiers of Burma, Assam and 
Bengal and the Northwest. Military or tra 
expeditions would encounter difficulties of 
terrain in approaching India overland from 
‘China but military engineering and mechan- 
eal transport are not beyond the capacity 
for track making and usage along the halt 
dozen valleys which for countless ages have 
been traversed by pack animals. 

‘The great mountains north of India have 
been crossed by invaders many times in 
great force. What was possible to Alex- 
ander is not beyond the modern sapper and 
as we know by history the Huns when shut 
off from the rich grass plains of China by 
the erection of the Great Wall moved across 
Asin into northeastern Europe. Air power 
has annihilated distance and the difficulties 
of the tetrain, and even Mount Everest har 
been flown over. What was possible for a 
mechanized army in Abyssinia is possible 
aeross the wider spaces of China.
